"Clearwater" is a unique replica of a traditional 


19th century sloop of a type which plied the Hud- 
son in great numbers but has not been seen oil the 
waterway for over fifty years. The sloop has been 
built for the Hudson River Sloop Restoration, Inc. 
"A creative anti-pollution measure," its purpose is 
to focus attention on the river as a source of 
pleasure and beauty, to enlist public support 
against the spread of pollution and to emphasize 
the need for conservation. It will also form a 
permanent floating historical museum. 


The project has been fomented by Pete Seeger, 


the folk singer, among others. A resident of Bea- 
con Valley, N.Y., in the Hudson Valley area, he is 
a prime mover of the restoration group. 


The sloop was built by the Harvey F. Carnage 


Shipyard, South Bristol, Me., famous among 
Maine's traditional shipbuilders. It is a IBM-tool'

Won't Fight 
Research on 
ABM System

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


key Safeguard opponents say 
they will not challenge the Pen- 
tagon's award of a $249.6 million 
contract 
to continue develop- 


ment of the missile defense sys- 
tem as long as no deployment is 
involved. 


Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 


R-Ky., called the timing of the 
Thursday announcement "very 
interesting" since it came with 
a Senate showdown on the Safe- 
guard issue less than a week 
away. 


"If there is authority and 


there are funds available, it's 
correct as long as it's re- 
search," Cooper said. 


Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 


said he thinks the Pentagon has 
the authority. 


'."If it's only'research and'de- 


velopment, then I would not 
challenge it," Gore said. 


Cooper and Sen. Philip A. 


Hart, D-Mich., are sponsors of 
an amendment which would bar 
deployment of the Safeguard 
missiles or site acquisitions, but 
would approve $759.1 million for 
research and development of 
the antiballistic missile—ABM. 


Some 
Safeguard 
opponents 


said the contract, while appar- 
ently legal, seemed an attempt 
to pressure against the amend- 
ment, scheduled for a vote 
Wednesday. 


With this crucial showdown 


only six days off, the Pentagon 
announced 
Thursday night 
it 


was awarding the new contract 
to Western Electric Co. 


"Without this extension all 


Safeguard research and devel- 
opment would halt as of Aug. 
1," the Pentagon announcement 
said. 


It stressed the new contract 


involves only research and de- 
velopment, not deployment, the 
key issue in the current Senate 
fight. The Pentagon cited a law 
which 
permits 
governmont 


agencies to continue work at the 
same level as in the previous 
fiscal 
year even though new 


funds have not yet been author- 
ized. 


Tlie Pentagon said that the 


first $80 million was being obli- 
gated for work between Auj. 1 
and Sept. 15. 


The contract covers tests of 


the ABM .> IM;I!>••,_ 
i>Kl Spartan 


and Sprint missiles at White 
Sands Missile Range, N.M., and 
Kwajalein Missile Range In the 
Marshall Islands. 


Such research for the Safe- 


guard would be permitted under 
the 
Cooper-Hart amendment 


which will be debated four 
hours 
next 
Tuesday 
and 


Wednesday before the key vote. 


The outlook Is still in doubt 


with ABM opponents claiming 
50 votes—one short of the neces- 
sary 
51 if all senators are 


present.

Gumboil Is Sign 
Tooth Is Abscessed 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


When my son was 2, he fell 
and chipped two upper front 
teeth. He's 5 now, and our 
dentist found a gumboil over 
one tooth. He wants to ex- 
tract the tooth but my son 
says it doesn't hurt and the 
gumboil seems to have dis- 
appeared. Is it really neces- 
sary to extract the tooth?— 
Mrs. Jean H. 


ANSWER: Your dentist's 


judgment is correct. A gum- 
boil means the tooth is ab- 
scessed and abscessed baby 
teeth should be extracted for 
two main reasons: (1) to rid 
the body of infection; (2) to 
prevent possible damage to 
the permanent tooth that lies 
beneath it. 


There's no reason not to 


extract it, unless it's contra- 
indicated 
by y o u r 
son's 


mental or physical condition 
at this time. Of course, he'll 
look funny when he smiles 
and shows a gap in front of 
his mouth, but at. age 5 it's a 
normal show. 


You mentioned that the 


gumboil seems to have dis- 
appeared. Outwardly it may 
seem to have cleared up but 
the cause of infection is still 
there and can only be proper- 
ly eliminated by removing 
the tooth.

If not, the tooth be- 
hind the space tends to move 
forward into it and 
may 


block the permanent tooth 
from coming up into normal 
position, or even prevent it 
from coming up at all. It 
may remain embedded in 
the jawbone. 


"Spacers" are 
s i m p l e 


orthodontic appliances, con- 
sisting of a metal band with 
attached 
wire w h i c h is 


cemented onto the tooth be- 
hind the space, the wire en- 
gaging the tooth in front of 
the space. It's full name is 
space 
maintainer and its 


function is just that: it main- 
tains space left by the ex- 
traction until the permanent 
tooth comes up to fill it.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HIStORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later In same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated the Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary»treasurer. 


1957 -Following Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be* 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president 
— balance 24 per cent being held 
by texarkana Newspapers, Inc.

Won't Fight 
Research on 
ABM System

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


key Safeguard opponents say 
they will not challenge the Pen- 
tagon's award of a $249.6 million 
contract to continue develop- 
ment of the missile defense sys- 
tem as long as no deployment is 
involved. 


Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 


R-Ky.( called the timing of the 
Thursday announcement "very 
interesting" since it came with 
a Senate showdown on the Safe- 
guard issue less than a week 
away. 


"If there is authority and 


there are funds available, it's 
correct as long as it's re- 
search," Cooper said. 


Sen. 
Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 


said he thinks the Pentagon has 
the authority. 


.."If it's only research and'de- 


velopment, then I would not 
challenge it," Gore said. 


Cooper and Sen. Philip A. 


Hart, D-Mich., are sponsors of 
an amendment which would bar 
deployment of the Safeguard 
missiles or site acquisitions, but 
would approve $759.1 million for 
research and development of 
the antiballistic missile—ABM. 


Soms 
Safeguard opponents 


said the contract, while appar- 
ently legal, seemed an attempt 
to pressure against the amend- 
ment, scheduled for a vote 
Wednesday. 


With this crucial showdown 


only six days off, the Pentagon 
announced Thursday night 
It 


was awarding the new contract 
to Western Electric Co. 


"Without this extension all 


Safeguard research and devel- 
opment would halt as of Aug. 
1," the Pentagon announcement 
said. 


It stressed the new contract 


involves only research and de- 
velopment, not deployment, the 
key issue in the current Senate 
fight. The Pentagon cited a law 
which 
permits 
government 


agencies to continue work at the 
same level as in the previous 
fiscal year even though new 
funds have not yet been author- 
ized, 


Tlie Pentagon said that the 


first $80 million was being obli- 
gated for work between Aiy. 1 
and Sept. 15. 


The contract covers tests of 


the ABM.,' ridii-^ xad Spartan 
and Sprint missiles at White 
Sands Missile Range, N.M., and 
Kwajalein Missile Range in the 
Marshall Islands. 


Such research for the Safe- 


guard would be permitted under 
the 
Cooper-Hart amendment 


which will be debated four 
hours 
next 
Tuesday 
and 


Wednesday before the key vote. 


The outlook is still in doubt 


with ABM opponents claiming 
50 votes—one short of the neces- 
sary 51 if all senators are 
present.

Gumboil Is Sign 
Tooth Is Abscessed 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


When my son was 2, he fell 
and chipped two upper front 
teeth. He's 5 now, and our 
dentist found a gumboil over 
one tooth. He wants to ex- 
tract the tooth but my son 
says it doesn't hurt and the 
gumboil seems to have dis- 
appeared. Is it really neces- 
sary to extract the tooth?— 
Mrs. Jean H. 


ANSWER: Your dentist's 


judgment is correct. A gum- 
boil means the tooth is ab- 
scessed and abscessed baby 
teeth should be extracted for 
two main reasons: (1) to rid 
the body of infection; (2) to 
prevent possible damage to 
the permanent tooth that lies 
beneath it. 


There's no reason not to 


extract it, unless it's contra- 
indicated 
by y o u r 
son's 


mental or physical condition 
at this time. Of course, he'll 
look funny when he smiles 
and shows a gap in front of 
his mouth, but at age 5 it's a 
normal show. 


You mentioned that the 


gumboil seems to have dis- 
appeared. Outwardly it may 
seem to have cleared up but 
the cause of infection is still 
there and can only be proper- 
ly eliminated by removing 
the tooth. Gumboils some- 
times drain and heal only to 
break down soon again, re- 
peating the process often. 


My son, 5, had to have a 
baby molar removed be- 
cause of an abscess. The 
dentist wants to put a spacer 
in its place. Is that im- 
portant?—Mrs. Shirley F. 


A N S W E R : When baby 


teeth are lost before their 
normal 
time, 
and 
many 


years remain before perma- 
nent teeth erupt, it's often 
necessary to "maintain the 
space" left by the extrac- 
tions. If not, the tooth be- 
hind the space tends to move 
forward 
into it and 
may 


block the permanent tooth 
from coming up into normal 
position, or even prevent it 
from coming up at all. It 
may remain embedded in 
the jawbone. 


"Spacers" are s i m p l e 


orthodontic appliances, con- 
sisting of a metal band with 
attached 
wire w h i c h is 


cemented onto the tooth be- 
hind the space, the wire en- 
gaging the tooth in front of 
the space. It's full name is 
space maintainer and its 
function is just that: it main- 
tains space left by the ex- 
traction until the permanent 
tooth comes up to fill it.

To Romania

BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 
- President Nixon began a visit 
to Romania today which he 
hopes will move the United 
states and the Communist bloc 
away from the hostility they 
viewed each other with during 
the Cold War era. 


Arriving from Lahore, Paki- 


stan, where he ended a six-na- 
tion Asian tour that included 
South Vietnam, Nixon became 
the first U.S. chief executive to 
visit a Communist country since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt went to 
Yalta in the Soviet Union 24 
years ago to talk with Joseph 
Stalin.

CANTON, OHIO—(NEA)— 


Unlike its baseball counter- 
part in Cooperstown, N.Y., 
the pro football Hall of Fame 
here in this 
north-central 


Ohio community does not go 
big on security. 


Its exhibits of memora- 


bilia are not displayed be- 
hind walls of unbreakable 
glass and there are no pad- 
locks or Pinkertons around 
to mar the Taj Mahalish 
atmosphere. It is inevitable, 
therefore, that when visitors 
stream down the spiral stair- 
case after completing a day 
of nostalgic browsing that 
some of the e x h i b i t s dis- 
creetly leave the premises 
with them. 


On a recent Sunday, some- 


one snatched the white-arid- 
green cap Weeb EWbank 
wore last January when His 
New York Jets beat 'the 
Baltimore Colts in the Super 
Bowl and, a day later, some- 
one else dipped into the 
Ernie Nevers display and 
walked off with one of the 
faded yellow wool socks he 
once w o r e as a Chicago 
Cardinal. 


The situation, of course, 


has become irritating to the 
people who run the Hall of 
Fame but, they say, not until 
someone carts off the 500- 
pound statue of Jim Thorpe 
in the lobby will it compare 
to the other crises they have 
faced since first opening the 
doors to their $600,000 build- 
ing on Ohio Route 77 in 
September, 1963. 


Running a Hall of Fame, it 


seems, is more than just 
record books and reminisc- 
ence. It's money, too. 


The Hall, itself, has been 


bobbing in a pool of red ink 
since it opened. Attendance 
never reached the projected 
goals and, in fact, actually 
decreased with each succeed- 
ing year. The Hall of Fame 
Game, staged annually on 
adjacent Fawcett Field and 
a prime source of revenue, 
also drew p o o r l y and, 
e v e n t u a l l y , the entire 
financial q u a g m i r e was 
plopped into the lap of pro 
football's most e m i n e n t 
crisis-solver, Pete Rozelle. 


Rozelle subsequently sat 


down with each of the 26 pro 
teams and worked out a new 
arrangement for subsidizing 
the Hall. Now, each of the 
NFL and AFL clubs will con- 
tribute $100,000 to keep it 
going and erase, hopefully, 
the specter of financial in- 
solvency. Next, Rozelle de- 
cided, the H a l l of Fame 
needed more public exposure 
and—presto!—the position of 
public relations director was 
created. 


The job went to Don Smith, 


a former publicist for the 
Denver Broncos and New 
Orleans 
Saints, 
who 
im- 


mediately started cranking 
out press releases, arrang- 
ing group tours and hop- 
scotching the country to in- 
form the world that, yes, 
there is a Canton, Ohio, and 
yes, only there can you find 
S a m m y Baugh's original 
football s h o e s , now pre- 
served for the a g e s in 
bronze. 


Selling a museum, Smith
